gallons carried in the tanks of busses 
and trucks traversing Ihe state on 
uiterstate routes. 


A majority of the courl held in an 


opinion delivered by Justice Mc- 
Reynolds that the 1933 law providing 
:or such a tax was an unconstitu- 
tional burden on interstate commerce 
if the gasoline was for use in other 
states. This sustained the conten- 
tion of Dixie Greyhound Lines, Inc., 
and 
upheld 
an injunction against 


collection granted by the eight cu> 
cuit court of appeals. 


Justice Stone, joined by Chief Jus-

and Reed, said in a concurring' opin- 
ion that they agreed with McRey- 
nolds, but thought something should 
be said as to whether Ihe lax might 
be taken as a fair measure of the 
use of the highways by the com- 
plaining company.
